CNR CROP REPORTS FOR PAST 
WEEK SAY THAT VERY LITTLE 
DAMAGE SUSTAINED BY FROST 


Lamont is Stated to be Only Ries Along Railway Line in Edmonton 


District Where There 


Been Serious Damage by Frost—Tak- 


ing Report as a Whole, it Must be Regarded as Generally 


Favorable, 


The crop report of the Canadian 
Northern Railway Company for the 
week ending August 12, which gives a 
detailed account of conditions in the 
Vermilion, Edmonton, Sturgeon River, 
Tollerton, Athabasca, Stony Plain and 
Battle River subdivisions, states that 
comparatively little damage has been 
sustained by frost except at Lamont, 
und at St. Paul de Metis, where the 
crops is practically ruined. At Atha- 
busen und Camrose garden truck and 
potatoes suffered. At Morinville the 
crops are not maturing as rapidly ax 
they should owing to the backward 
weather, Looked at as a whole, the 
report does not give ground for pes- 
simism, and must be regarded In the 
large as favorable, 

Islay—Good deal of late grain re- 
ported damaged by frost, Cutting 
about August 19th, 

Iioydminster — Reports conflicting 
us to damage caused by frost. Garden 
truck badly damaged by frost, It is 
estimated that yield will be about 25 
per cent, less than last year, 

Kitscoty—-All crops at least two 
weeks late. Frosts have apparently 
done a great deal of damage to crops. 
Damage has not been estimated as yet. 

Chipman—All crops looking well. 
Some barley now ready to cut. Very 
little if any damage to grains from 
frost, 

Mundare—Some damage done by 
frost, not estimated as yet. 

Minburn—Conditions in general very 
favorable. No damage reported by 
frost. Harvesting about August 21st, 
if conditions continue as at present,

PESSIMISTIC CROP 
REPORT IN MANITOBA 


Yield Poorest in Years, Says Hon. 
Val. Winkler, Minister of 


Agriculture 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WINNIPEG. Aug. 14.—The Winni- 
peg Tribune today publishes the fol- 
iowing interview with the Hon, Val- 
entine Winkler, minister of agricul- 
ture in tho provincial cabinet: 
Manitobn's wheat crop 
smaller than the lowest estimates 
made early in the season, It has been 
the worst seasop-in years,” said Mr, 
Winkler, “In several districts the 
wheat will not be worth cutting, owing 
'¢ black rust and insects. It is not 
worth while cutting the wheat in the 
Morden and Clearwater localities, and 
it probebly will be burned,” 

Mr. Winkler owns a farm in Mor- 
den and veturned today after spend 
‘ng the week-end in that district, Sam- 
ples of wheat which the minister ob- 
tained from the flelds, show, he said, 
v very poor grade, 

The blight has been general through- 
cut Manitoba, Saskatchewan and the 
nerthern states, Mr, Winkler said. He 
believes a large quantity of wheat 
which has so far escaped the plague 
will be frozen before it can ripen, 

Cutting In Saskatchewan. 

REGINA, Aug, 14.— Wheat cutting 
commences this week, according to re- 
ports received from the correspond- 
ents of the Saskatchewan department 
of agriculture during the week-end, 
but will not be general for ten to 
fourteen days. Red rust is prevalent 
generally on the wheat crop and in 
a few cases has developed into black 
rust, but to what extent the damage 
from this may result, remains to be 
seen when harvested. The \ eather 
during the past week has been cold 
and in some districts slight frosts have 
occurred which have affected the ten- 
der garden produce, but it is thought, 
did little, if any damage to the whear 
crop, Having pasBed through the 
time of the full moon of August aue 
cessfully, farmers now feel that frost

Charies E. Hughes, Presidential

SPOKANE, Wn., Aug. 14.—While 
three thousand women who jammed 
their way into the Auditorium Theatre 
here late today listened intently, 
Charles E. Hughes, labored hard to 
convince them that the votes of the 
women in the suffrage states of the 
west should be cast in the Republican 
column next fail, The meeting was 
for women only, the first of its kind 
that Mr. Hughes has faced. He wel- 
comed his audience as “fellow. citi- 
zens,” a remark which caused ap- 
plause, and described the gathering as 
“the most interesting political meet- 
ing I have addressed,” 

Most of the women who have the 
suffrage here are Progressives, and 
warm adherents of Co. Theodore 
Roosevelt. Their welcome to Mr. 
Hughes was cordial enough, but it 
contained nothing of boisterous Joy. 
Many cf the women were frank 
enough to say they had come tn the 
hope ii. Hughes would, with the vigor 
of a Roosevelt, promise to work un- 
relentingly for the federal amendment 
if elected president. In this they were 
disappointed. Mr. Hughes claborat- 
ed somewhat on his former declara- 
tion of his stand, telling the women 
that he personally favored the amend- 
ment, but there he stopped.

Week on Western Front Marked 
By Brilliant Attacks, By 
French 


(By Bulletin Staff Correspondent) 

PARIS, Aug. 14—More than 2,000 
unwounded prisoners and 70 machine 
guns were captured by the French in 
their operations north of the Somme 
from August 6th to August 13th, ac- 
cording to a weekly review issued by 
the war office. The number of pris- 
oners was increased by six hundred, 
who were taken in the Verdun sector. 
The review says: 

“North of the Somme the week has 
been marked by several brilliant 
French attacks which resulted in im- 
portant gains for us. The number of 
unwounded prisoners whom we have 
made in the course of these actions 
exceeds two thousand. We have also 
captured seventy machine guna, 

In the region of Verdun counter at- 
tacks provoked by our advance in the 
Thiaumont-Fleury sector extended 
throughout the week, They were par- 
ticularly violent on August 6, 7 and 8. 
We took about six hundred prisoners 
in this sector and 12 machine guns.“

STATES WHITE 
BOOK ISSUED 


Reveals Textually Some of Mem- 
oranda Dealing With Armed 
Merchantmen 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The third 
edition of the American white book 
contained tabulated copies of corres- 
pondence exchanged by the state de- 
partment with European belligerents 
during recent months has just been 
issued by the department. it con- 
tains no important communication 
the substance of which has not been 
issued, but reveals textually for the 
first time some of the memoranda 
dealing with armed merchantmen. 

Secretary of State Lansing's sugges- 
tion that merchantmen be disarmed is 
shown to have been firmly rejected 
by all of the allied powers, the Bri- 
tish ambassador, in a memorandum 
dated March 23, summing up their 
position by saying the allies are “un- 
able to agree that upon a non-guaran- 
teed German promise, human life may 
be surrendered defenseless to the 
mercy of any enemy who, in circum- 
stances of this kind, as in many others, 
has shown himself to be both faith- 
less and lawless.” 

It is desclosed that in a note dated 
March 29, answering a complaint from 
Secretary Lansing regarding the pre- 
sence of British cruisers near Ameri- 
can territorial waters, the British am- 
bassador expressed surprise at the 
state department's attempt to „dis- 
tinguish between parts of the high 
sean,” and says that he is “unaware of 
the existence of any rules or princi- 
ples of International law whieh render 
beliigerent operations which are legi- 
timate in one part of the high seas 
illegitimate in another.”

OF $30,000.00 
FROM THE CITY 


New York Filtration Co. Makes 
Formal Presentation of Re- 
quest For Damages 


Kdmonton's past is chasing her all 
the time, and the city fathers are up 
against some pretty hard proposiions 
just now in dealing with legucles left 
them by their forbears in office.

In 1913 it was considered that if the 
progress of the city kept pace with 
the development of the previous few 
years that the capacity of the filtra- 
tion ‘plant for dealing with the water 
supply would have to be considerably 
enlarged, and therefore a contract was 
entered into with this firm to put in 
hew plants at the waterworks, the to- 
tal cost of which would work out at 
something like $117,000, Work am- 
ounting in value to about $12,000 was 
done, and then it was stopped, as at 
that time the tide began to turn, It 
i understood that what money was 
pald out was received by the sub-con- 
tractors. A certain amount of exca- 
vation work was done and about three- 
fourths of the steel required for the 
reinforcing of the concrete was 
brought on to the site. 

At the meeting of the Utilities com- 
mittee, held yesterday aftqrnoon, II. 
J. Hunter, representing the New York 
company, and H. HI. Hyndman, (legal 
adviser), made formal presentment of 
the claims of the company. Mr, Hynd- 
man said that the company either ask- 
ed to be allowed to go on with the 
work, or else to obtain u settlement 
by which they would receive the pro- 
fit estimated on the job. Also they 
offered that if the city would pay the 
loss that they had been put to at the 
present time and would give them the 
work to do in 1917 or 1918, as 1.

WABHINGTON, Aug. 14.—President 
Wilson conferred today with bot 
parties to the threatened country-wide 
railway strike, and tonight it appear- 
ed that sufficient foundation had been 
laid to furpish a workin bats for a 
settlement’ of the difficulties of ‘the 
employees and employers. The presi- 
dent will meet both sides again tomor- 
row. 

At the conclusion of the day's con- 
ferences the president issued this 
statement: 

“IT have met both sides and have 
gone over the case with the utmoat 
frankness, I shall not be able to judge 
until tomorrow whether we have found 
a feasible basis for settlement.” 

The foremost questions are, what 
shall be arbitrated, if arbitration is to 
be reserted to, and what form of 
arbitration shall be adopted. Repre- 
sentatives of the employeés maintain 
that their demands for an eight-hour 
day, and time and a half for overtime 
is the only concrete proposition under 
discussion, They indicated to the 
president today that the railroads 
make some definite proposal. If the 
railroads submitted some proposed 
form of settlement, they said they 
would be ready to discuss negotiations 
further. The employees are under- 
stood to be ready to consent to the 
principle of arbitration if the contin- 
gent proposals of the managers, which 
the men claim involve rights they 
have won in thitty years’ efforts, are 
eliminated from consideration, and if 
arbitration is conducted by a board on 
which all four brotherhoods are repre- 
sented, 

Immediately after learning the em- 
ployees’ position, the president sum- 
moned the committee of managers, 
ane held a long conference with them,

Two Thousand Miles Covered by Dog Trains, Whale Boats, Steamers 
and Finally on Modern Railway From the North Hudson's 
Bay Post Opened at Herschell—Missionary Fry and 
Bride Met at Fort McPherson 


the sun is to be seen during the whole 
of the twenty-four hours, 

Needless to say, there is very little 
vegetation in the Artie circle. Moss 
grows in profusion, and furnishes food 


for the caribou and mountain sheep. 
In the height of summer, stunted 
flowers spring from this moss and 
fringe the coast line, They last for 
only a short time. At Fort Good 
Hope, however, fourteen miles outside

New York, Aug. 14.—The epidemic 
of infantile paralysis took a turn for 
the better today. Then the number 
of new cases reported to the health 
department went under the hundred 
mark for the first time in several 
weeks, 

During the twenty-four hours end- 
ing at 10 a.m, the plague’ killed 31 
children and 95 new cases were re- 
ported, 

Nurses ‘Turned Back 

Ottawa, Aug. 14.—Enquiry by the 
immigration department here as to 
the reason for the rejection at the 
American border of a group of Ot- 
tawa nurses on their way to New 
York to assi in coping with the in- 
fantile paralysis epidemic has elicited 
the information that the action was 
taken by the American-authorities be- 
cause it was a case of contract labor 
and therefore an infringement of the 
American alien labor act. 

The fact that the nurses were on a 
mission of mercy made no difference, 
The nurses had been employed on this 
side by a New York hospital and the 
American immigration authorities 
had no choice but to reject them. 
This action has been upheld at Wash- 
ington, The group of rejects had the 
privilege of appealing to Washington 
ugainst the ruling but have declined 
to do so,

Some of the white residents of the 
north have been in the country for a 
great many years, John Firth, of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, has been at 
McPherson for thirty-three years, and 
Mr. Gaudette, also of the Hudson's 
Bay, has been at Fort Good Hope for 
forty-five years, Some of the Roman 
Catholic fathers have been in the coun- 
try for similar periods, 

At Fort Smith and Fort Simpson, 
says Inspector Phillips, there are 
Dominion Government farms, on which 
grain is being grown successfully. 
On the Fort Simpson farm, which = is 
in charge of „. Harris, the oats, wheat 
and vegetables, when the inspector ar-

government farm at Fort Vermilion, 
roses and carnations were in full 
bloom. 


Herschel! Island is about two htou- 
sand miles north of Edmonton, In- 
spector Phillips travelled from Hers- 
chell Island to the mouth of the Mac- 
kenzie by dog train, and then, after the 
ice broke up, came on to Fort Me- 
Pherson in a whale boat.

GREAT SUCCESS 


Exhibits Thoroughl resenta- 
tive of Distric me Entries 
From Fort Vermilion

“Three years ago, when I travelled 
to the Bear Lake district, I stopped for 
lunch at a farm in the neighborhood, 
rom the table I could see the farim- 
yard, The only stock corsisted of two 
cows and two calves, This year I stop- 
ped for the same purpose at the same 
place, This time there were fifty head 
of ‘cattle. Everything bore the mark 
of abounding prosperity. That farm, 
mark you, is owned by a fragile widow, 
whose extraordinary success in ‘thres 
years is but an indication of the suc- 
cess that has crowned: the efforts ef 
farmers in the whole of the Peace 
River district.” 

The scene was at 4 “get-together 
smoker” of merchants ard farmers at 
the Peace hotel on Thursday last, fol- 
lowing the second day of the first an- 
nual fair of the Peace River Crossing 
Agricultural Association, The speaker 
was Mr. Lamont, himself one of the 
kuccessful farmers of the Bear Lak? 
Cistrict 

Similar experionces are very com- 
mon in that land of wonders, the Peace 
liver district, but the narration of the 
incident seemed to be particularly Ay. 
roprlate, for, that very day, nun- 
dreds of visitors had had, at the well- 
Niled tents on the fair grounds, con- 
crete evidence that the Peace River 
istrict is not a wonderland in name 
cnly, but in very deed and in very 
truth. Many of the exhibitors tra- 
velled some years ago from Edmonton, 
not on a modern train, but on a hum- 
ble buckboard containing thelr sole 
earthly possessions The journey by 
way of Athabasea and Lesser Slave 
Lake occupied two or three weeks, ut 
ti, eir faith, their enthusiasm, their do 
termination, were unabated by the dif- 
ficulties of the teall, The hardships 
they then endured are things of the 
past. Today, in the majority of cases 
they have well-stocked farms, and are 
shipping grain to the world's markets 

The entries at the fair were not as 
extensive as was hoped, but they were 
thoroughly representative, The horses 
and cattle, for mstance, were not many 
in number, but some of them would 
have worthily taken pride of place at 
fuirs in much older settiements. The 
reason for this is that during the past 
two or three years. as tcansportation 
fucilities have increased, settlers have 
imported blue-blooded stock with 
which to grade up their herds, and the 
effect of this policy cou'd be easily 
seen in the cattle and horses on ex- 
hibition. Tho Peace River district 18 
now exporting live stock 'in a small 
degree, and in a few „ers time this 
happy condition of affairs will be 
inuch more noticeable. 

The cxhibits of grains and grasses 
were in every Way worth of the greit 
reputation of the Peace River district. 
Cne of the most noteworthy displays 
sume from th» broad acres cf Sheridan 
Iawrence, of Fort Vermilion, three 
hundred miles to the north, A sheaf 
of oats, taken from a fifty-aere fleld on 
July 25, measured fully five feet in 
height, and was awarded first prize. A 
sheaf of spring wheat, taken on the 
tame date from a 200-acre field, also 
enught the judge's eye. Mr. 1 rence, 
it may be mentioned, had 4,500 bushels 
of Marquis wheat last year.

H. A. George, of Peace River, who 
came to Sdmonton on Saturday's E., 
D. & B. C. train, is an old-timer of the 
north and is really the father“ of 
Peace River, formerly known us Peace 
River Crossing. He came to the west 
twenty years ago, and was first stu- 
tioned for eight years at Wabiscaw, 
north of Sawridge, and east of Atha- 
busen, where he was in charge of the 
Huson's Bay Company's post for eight 
years, He then took charge of the 
post at the Crossing, which was then 
but a mere trading post. He built the 
present handsome store, and also the 
original Peace Hotel, He sub-divided 
the original townsite, He now owns 
a prosperous general store, and is in- 
terested in a number of other business 
institutions, including the present 
Peace Hotel Company. 

Peace River Crossing first came into 
prominence during the time of the 
Klondike rush, he says, At that time 
the population was even greater than it 
is today, the gold-sekers using the 
town as their point of departure for 
the north. The townsite was at that 
time heavily timbered, but the trees 
were cut down and used for logs with 
which to build rafts, At the time Mr, 
George settled in the town the only

Premier Asquith Introduces Meas- 
ure.to Extend Life Another 


Eight Months 

London, Ang. 14—Pretnier Asquith 
introduced in the House of Commons 
today a bill to extend the life of the 
present parliament for eight months 
or until the end of next May. 

When the premier made his an- 
nouncement on August 1 that he 


would introduce the bill ,he intimated 
that he intended at the same time +o 
announce the government's proposals 
regarding reg’stration, Today, how- 
ever, Mr. Asquith said it was not the 
Lurpose of the governnient to ask par- 
lia ment at this time to take up altern- 
tion of the qualifications for the fran- 
chise.

proficiency. It is reward enough 
that men who owe their rank as 
officers to accident or cireum- 
stance should draw the larger pay, 
which properly goes with the 
larger responsibility of command, 
That public opinion would approve 
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German headquartegs report 
that French artillery has demolish- 
ed much of the old French City of 
Peronne, destroying many famous 
Italian paintings and knocking 
some monuments of Gothie archi- 
tecture into fragments. One can 
imagine the horror with which the 
looters of Louvain and the wreck- 
ers of the Belgian cathedrals look 
upon this destruction of venerable 
works of art. But he may also 
suspect that the German head 
quarters staff is moved by senti- 
ments of another sort in lamenting 
the bombardment of a military 
position which they would very 
much hate to lose. And certainly 
outside Germany there will be 
found no lover of art to blame the 
French for preferring to even des- 
troy such treasures rather than 
leave them and a portion of France 
in possesion’ of the Huns. If the 
headquarters staff really set such 
value upon the art treasures of 
Peronne they can save them by 
taking their invading hordes out 
of a country they have no business 
to be in, Also, it may be noted, the 
headquarters dispatch indicates 
that the Crown Prince is not in 
command at Peronne. If he were 
the Italian pictures would have 
been carted off to Germany long 
ago. 


Canadian manufacturers and 
the public who have favored them 
with tariff “protection, in hope 
of making them strong in finance, 
sagacity, and business enterprise, 
may find a theme for reflection in 
the following news rtem taken 
from the Victoria Times: 

“Leaving on the Empress of Asia on 
Thursday is Henry C. Lander, of Dan- 
ish birth, head of the Russian Ameri- 
can Warehouse Company, aud a mem- 
ber of the Moscow-Chamber of Com- 
merce, In an interview he said: 

„tell you straight that if you 
don't get a move on you will be left 
behind, I don't think I have ever 
been in a country that is so backward 
in its methods and of failing at the 
crucial moment, 

“'*Why,' he went on with a consider- 
able degree of vigor, ‘here you are 
with tremendous possibilities at your 
very doors. You have immense min- 
eral resources and they are not de- 
veloped and not developing just at a 
time when there is the greatest mar- 
ket in the world open to you. Do you 
know what that will end in? I will tell 
you. It will end in the United States 
grabbing the greater part of the trade 
with Russia, and when the war is over 
Canada need not attempt to get her 
products into Russia for there will be 
no market for them, 

„was only four short weeks in 
the States and at the present moment 
I have so much correspondence that I 
have not the time to go through it. 1 
have been collecting samples of their 
products, particularly in the east, and 
I am taking with me to Vladivostok 
und on to Moscow no less than seven- 
teen tons of samples alone, Mind you 
these are only samples and it will 
sive you an idea what the manufac- 
turers of the United States are like 
und how wide-awake they are. 

„From Canada? Not an ounce, I 
have not got a single sample to take 
away from Canada showing what the 
Canadians can do, I came over here 
expecting to find you ready to open 
up trade with Russia where you would 
find a market second to none in the 
world, We want your goods, but you 
have nothing to give us, Isn't that a 
strange state of gffairs in a country 
Mike Canada? What are you manufac- 
turers doing just now? 

Don't think,’ he went on with in- 
creasing earnestness, ‘that I am try- 
ing to knock your country, Iam sim- 
ply oing a little plain speaking that 
is for your own good,- At the present 
time the manufacturers of the United 
States have secured fifty per cent. of 
the trade connection with Russia and 
they ure going to keep it if I know 
anything. The balance? Well, that 
ids un to you. If you do not take hold 
of the opportunity, then Germany will 
step in and get it.“ 


Nhe experience of this Russian 
trade-hunter seems to show that 
spoon-feeding has not taught the 
Canadian manufacturers to help 
themselves even when the oppor: 
tunity is showy them—strange ‘as 
it may seep 


a pension list which made no die- 
tinction at all between the officer 
and the private is doubtful, and 
there are cases in which such a 
scale would ignore the previous 
military services and the profi- 
ciency of men who have climbed 
the ladder by hard work.

„leaves Canada and the British 
„Empire more in the lurch than 
„before. The whole object of u 
revision of the situation is to give 
“the British Empire through Can- 
ada and Ontario untrammeled 
“control of the nickel deposits and 
„nickel production, which are the 
„master key to the military forces 
df the world. It is incredible 
“that the governments of Ontario 
“and of Canada do not see this. 
“It is still more unintelligible 
why, if they see it, they do not 
take such steps as Australia took 
„in the case of zine. The new 
arrangement to refine nickel at 
„Port Colborne is coupled up 
with an agreement which not 
“only does not strengthen On- 
‘*tario’s control of the situation 
but actually weakens it. The 
“vested interest is consolidated 
“and confirmed in the nickel 
trust, and on the pretext that all 
„the nickel that Canada wants will 
be xefined at Port Colborne, the, 
government apparently agrees 
that all the nickel that anyone 
‘‘else wants may be refined wher-

It is clear enough from this that 
either the Dominion and Ontario. 
Governments have unshaken and 
unshakable confidence in the 
trust which allowed one cargo of 
Canadian nickel to go aboard the 
Deutschland; or that they are 80 
tied up politically or otherwise to 
the nickel trust that they dare not 
follow the precedent of Australia 
and take the whole business into 
their own hands. In the one 
case they are guilty of a credulity 
that is positively childish. In the 
other case, they are in a relation-; 
ship with the trust that is criminal.

| The Weather and Crops 


— 

The thermometer at the government 
znsterologtcal Station in Edmonton did 
not go below the frost line at any 
time last week. But on one night it 
went down to 32. The gardens ip 
the city are proof of the correctners 
of the reading, for they do not show 
any effects of frost. Potatoes and 
heans are untouched, and flowers of 
ll kinds are in full bloom. At the 
tame time it is a well known fact that 
the tomperature of the city is several 
cegrees higher than that ef the ad- 
zucent country. So that when tho 
vhermometer showed next to frost in 
the city, that is proof of some men- 
sure of frost outside. One or two de 
grees difference in temperature may 
make a serious difference in the re- 
tults to the crop. As the temperature 
is influenced in some measure by the 
character of the situation, the direv- 
tion of the wind, or the amount of 
cultivated land, it follows that there 
Ia corresponding variation. in the rer 
dults to the crop in different sections 
cf the district. The condition of the 
crop itself as to ripening is also very 
important, 

Generally speaking, wheat is unin- 
jured, partly because it was put in 
carly and is, therefore, well advancod, 
and partly because it is always given 
the preference in dry and warm aitua- 
tion, The crop is exceptionally heavy. 
The stand is good, and the straw ‘s 
rot too long. The moist cool weeks 
that oceurrec in July and early Au- 
gust have caused the grain to fill ex- 
ceedingly well, and it is now ripening 
VE pe under the influence of tlie 
splendjd clear, dry, warm weather of 
the past few days. 

Barley that was sown carly is in the 
sume position as the wheat, and, in- 
deed, in some cases is further ad- 
vanced. Whether late sown barley is 
hurt or not will depend on how late 
it is. If it is early enough, it will 
not be hurt, and 1 it is late enough, 
it will not be hurt either—provided the 
ceason continues favorable. There can 
be little doubt that some barley, 
cuught at its worst time, will be dam- 
aged—but how much cannot be ac- 
curately estimated yet. 

Oats occupy a larger acreage in the 
Kdmonton district than either of the 
nher grasses, Oats get the least n' 
tention in cultivation, selection of 10 
eation, or in any other way-—on the 
Principle that the oats whl come 
through any way. While the oat crop 
will, of cours». come through, it would 
at present seem tt although vats ave 
hardier than either wheat or barley 
in this case they are likely to suffer 
most. Local observation around the 
city indicates that the greater part of 
the crop was just at the stage to be 
most ¢asily affected. In many fields 
the upper grains of the head are un- 
coubtedly a loss. This will reduce the 
yield to that extent, and the sample 
will be affected by tho presence of 
these damaged grains. At the same 
time there are oat flelds not affected 
ut all. 

Potatoes are not damaged at all. 
The leaves show signs of frost, but 
in no case, so far as heard from, have 
the stalks been cut down. The condi- 
tion of the potato ops after a frost 


the thermometer readings. It the 
stalks are cut down, the frost has 
been severe and the damage serious— 
that Is if it has occurred in August. 

ut so long as only the leaves are 
touched the fret cannet have been 
sevére nor the damage serious. In 
favorable locations, of course, the po- 
tuto tops show no frost at all. 

The only garden stuff to show seri- 
cis damage ‘s corn, cu umbers and 
pumpkins, These will, cs course, not 
mund any frost. But they may he 
actually destreyed without wheat, oats, 
barley or potatoes being affected. 

‘To sum up: There was frost on Tues- 
day, Wednesdiy or Thursday nights in 
most parts of Northern Alberta. In 
dome parts it was on one of these 
nights, and in other parts on another. 
The frost was or verying dey,rees, but 
in no case destructively heavy. [is 
cecurrence n.arked the close of the 
molst weather that had  ccntinued 
throughout July and up to that date 
in August. It marked the close of 
the danger season from hail, or rust. 
Mail has not been seriously destruc- 
tive in Northern Alberta this season, 
und rust, either black or red, is un- 
known in this or any other season. 

It marked the beginning cf the most 
ideal ripening weather. It the pre- 
sent weather continues, harvest will 
be in full swing in twe weeks,

Almost every star player of the 
two major leagues was tied up to 
two or three-year contracts, the ma- 
pority of which expire at the close of 
the present season, and the play- 
ers now are hustling. In recent 
years the players refused to take any 
unnecessary chances, They were 
content to draw their salaries and 
referred to take fio chances on in- 
juries, realizipg that a serious acct- 
dent would hurt ‘their earning capa- 
city. 

When the magnates announced that 
there would be a general cut in sal- 
tries after the long term war time 
contracts’ had expired, the  playors 
realized that they would have to get 
cut and hustle or they would be cut 
even more then they expect.
